The recent report on Neonatal Cullen's Sign is very 
interesting [1]. Pederiva mentioned Neonatal Cul- 
len's Sign as a distinguishing feature of intrauterine 
volvulus with hemorrhagic ascites. [1] Indeed, Cul- 
len's Sign is a basic sign in medicine. It might imply 
the hemorrhage but it is not specific. Some non- 
hemorrhagic problems might also present Cullen's 
Sign. The good examples are the amebic infection 
[2] and cancer.[3] For intrauterine volvulus with 
hemorrhagic ascites, the diagnostic clue should be 
the ultrasonographic finding. [4,5] 
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
